Background: The Environmental Health Section of the Harnett County Department of Public
Health receives Requlatory Submissions for review under multiple scenarios as provided for in
statue and rule. The review process is described below.

I. Fhsttype-of Regulatory-submittalRequlatory Submittals as required by 15A NCAC 18A

A. Environmental Health Section (EHS) receives an application that requires state
review in any capacity.

1. EHS reviews application to insure that all required information is submitted. If
information is lacking, applicant is contacted and all information needed as per
15A NCAC 18A is requested.

2. Complete application is submitted to the regional engineer at OSWP.

Etc.

B. Permitting

1. EHS serves as the point of contact for both applicant and the regional

engineer.

2. EHS facilitates all meetings and site visits.

3. EHS issues permits or denials based on quidance from the regional engineer.
